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Text-Book  Regulations 


PUBLIC,  SEPARATE,  CONTINUATION,  AND  HIGH  SCHOOLS  AND 
COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTES 

X-  Except  when  otherwise  indicated,  the  publishers  shall  sell  direct,  in 
any  quantity,  to  any  purchaser  for  use  in  Ontario,  the  books  listed  in  Schedules 
A,  B,  and  C  below,  at  20  per  cent,  less  than  the  maximum  prices  named  in 
the  aforesaid  Schedules.  Certain  additional  discounts,  which  may  vary  from 
time  to  time,  are  to  be  allowed  on  certain  books,  as  the  Minister  directs. 

2.  As  may  be  determined  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  School 
Trustees,  the  books  for  Supplementary  Beading,  as  prescribed  by  the 
Eegulations  and  as  selected  by  the  Principal  and  approved  by  the  Inspector, 
shall  be  provided  by  the  pupils  for  their  own  use  or  by  the  Board  of 
School  Trustees  in  the  school  library  for  the  use  of  the  pupils  in  the 
different  Forms  in  numbers  satisfactory  to  the  Principal  and  approved  by 
the  Inspector.  The  list  of  such  books  shall  include  the  four  books  in  English 
Literature  to  be  read  by  candidates  for  a  Departmental  Examination. 

3.  No  text-books  are  authorized  in  Art,  Nature  Study,  Agriculture  and 
Horticulture,  Manual  Training,  and  Household  Science,  but  suitable  refer- 
ence books,  selected  by  the  Principal  and  approved  by  the  Inspector,  shall 
be  provided  in  the  school  library  by  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  for  the 
pupils'  use  in  numbers  satisfactory  to  the  Principal. 

4.  For  Eeligious  Instruction  in  the  Public,  Continuation,  and  High 
Schools  and  Collegiate  Institutes,  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  or  the  Selected 
Scripture  Headings  of  the  International  Sunday  School  Association,  or 
the  Scripture  Eeadings  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Education,  shall  be 
used  as  prescribed  by  the  Eegulations  of  the  Department  of  Education. 

5.  The  editions  of  the  Ontario  High  School  History  of  Canada, 
the  Ontario  Higih  School  History  of  England,  thie  Ontario  School 
Geography,  the  Ontario  Public  School  History  of  England,  and  the  Ontario 
Public  School  History  of  Canada,  which  editions  were  used  in  any  school 
during  the  school  year  ending  the  30th  of  June,  1922,  and  the  continued 
use  of  which  is  recommended  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees 
passed  on  or  before  the  re-opening  of  the  schools  in  September,  1922, 
and  communicated  promptly  thereafter  to  the  Minister  of  Education,  shall 
be  deemed  authorized  for  any  of  the  classes  of  such  school  at  the  former 
maximum  price,  until  the  first  of  July,  1923.  In  all  other  cases  the 
Principal  shall  introduce  next  September  the  text-books  authorized  in 
this  Circular  which  are  not  already  in  use  in  his  school. 

Note. — Principals  who  desire  to  retain  any  of  the  books  specified  in  5 
above  for  the  sake  of  classes  that  already  possess  them  are  hereby  warned: 

That  to  enable  them  to  do  so  they  must  secure  the  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  School  Trustees  on  or  before  the  date  specified  in  5  above. 
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6. —  (1)  The  Principal  shall  submit  to  the  Inspector  at  his  official 
visit  a  copy  of  each  of  the  resolutions  provided  for  in  2  and  5  above,  and 
in  10  below,  duly  dated  and  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
School  Trustees. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  to  see,  at  his  first  visit  to 
each  school  after  the  receipt  of  this  Circular,  that  the  resolutions  of  the 
Board  of  School  Trustees  referred  to  in  6  (1)  have  been  duly  passed,  and, 
when  necessary,  from  time  to  time  thereafter,  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Regulations  have  been  duly  carried  out  in  the  school. 


PUBLIC  AND  SEPARATE  SCHOOLS 

7.  Books  authorized  for  use  in  the  Lower  School  of  Continuation  and 
High  Schools  and  Collegiate  Institutes  are  authorized  for  use  by  pupils 
taking  the  corresponding  subjects  in  the  Fifth  Form  of  Public  and 
Separate  Schools. 

8.  Boards  of  Eoman  Catholic  Separate  School  Trustees  may  by 
resolution  adopt  either  the  Ontario  Eeaders  or  the  Canadian  Catholic 
Readers  for  use  in  the  schools  under  their  charge.

CONTINUATION  AND  HIGH  SCHOOLS  AND  COLLEGIATE 
INSTITUTES 

9.  Books  authorized  for  use  in  Forms  IV  and  V  of  the  Public 
Schools  are  authorized  for  use  by  pupils  taking  the  corresponding  subjects 
in  the  Lower  School  of  Continuation  and  High  Schools  and  Collegiate 
Institutes. 

♦The  authorization  of  books  marked  with  an  asterisk  will  expire  at  mid- 
summer, 1923.  Notice  of  the  expiry  of  a  contract  on  a  certain  date  does  not 
necessarily  imply  that  the  ibook  concerned  will  then  he  replaced  by  a  new  one; 
its  authorization  may  be  extended  or  a  revised  edition  may  be  published.  In 
any  event,  ample  notice  of  the  decision  of  the  Department  will  be  given,  and, 
until  then,  all  concerned  should  exercise  due  discretion  in  making  their 
purchases. 
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10.  For  the  High  School  Upper  School,  any  books  may  be  used 
wnich  have  been  recommended  by  the  Principal  and  approved  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees.  If  no  change  has  been  made  since 
the  passing  of  this  resolution  in  a  former  year,  another  resolution  is  not 
necessary. 

11.  Any  edition  of  the  Literature  texts  in  English,  French,  or  Ger- 
man, prescribed  for  the  examinations  of  the  Department  of  Education 
or  for  Matriculation  into  the  University  of  Toronto,  may  be  used  in  the 
schools  with  the  approval  of  the  Principal,  but  no  annotated  editions  of 
such  texts  in  English,  used  in  the  Lower  and  Middle  Schools,  shall  cost 
more  than  40  cents. 

12.  Boards  of  School  Trustees  shall  provide  in  the  school  library  a 
supply  of  the  High  School  Flora,  or  of  other  Floras,  and  of  the  authorized 
Laboratory  Manuals  in  Chemistry  and  Physics,  sufficient  for  class  use  by 
the  pupils,  but  pupils  shall  not  be  required  to  buy  them.

The  teacher  himself  may  use  any  hook,  pamphlet,  or  magazine  he  wishes 
in  preparing  the  lesson  for  his  class;  hut  he  has  no  authority  to  require  or 
permit  his  pupils  to  use  in  school  any  other  publications  than  those  whose  use 
is  authorized  by  this  Circular  or  which  are  listed  in  the  catalogue  of  the 
school  library  with  the  approval  of  the  Inspector.  Nor  can  Notes  on  History, 
Geography,  etc.,  School  Helps,  School  and  Home,  or  similar  publications,  be 
used  by  his  pupils  in  their  work  at  school;  and  neither  the  teacher  nor  the 
Board  has  any  authority  to  require  or  induce  pupils  to  buy  any  of  such  pro- 
hibited books,  pamphlets,  magazines,  Notes,  School  Helps,  School  and  Home, 
or  other  similar  publications. 
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AUTHORIZED  TEXT-BOOKS 

REVISED  STATUTES  OF  ONTARIO 
High  Schools  Act 

53. —  (1)  A  teacher  shall  not  use  or  permit  to  be  used  as  a  text-book 
in  a  High  School  any  book  except  such  as  is  authorized  by  the  Eegulations, 
and  the  Minister,  upon  the  report  of  the  Inspector,  may  withhold  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  legislative  grant  in  respect  of  any  High  School  in  which 
any  unauthorized  book  is  so  used. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  Eegulations,  an  authorized  text-book  in  actual  use 
in  a  High  School  may,  with  the  written  approval  of  the  Board,  be  changed 
by  the  teacher  for  any  other  authorized  text-book  on  the  same  subject. 

Public  Schools  Act 

86.  An  authorized  text-book  in  actual  use  may  be  changed  by  the 
teacher  for  any  other  authorized  text-book  on  the  same  subject  with  the 
written  approval  of  the  Board  and  subject  to  the  Eegulations. 

113.  If  a  teacher  negligently  or  wilfully  permits  an  unauthorized 
book  to  be  used  as  a  text-book  by  the  pupils  of  his  school,  the  Minister,  on 
the  report  of  the  Inspector,  may  suspend  such  teacher,  and  the  Board  may 
also  deduct  from  his  salary  a  sum  equal  to  so  much  of  the  legislative  grant 
as  has  been  withheld  on  account  of  the  use  of  such  book  or  any  less  sum 
at  its  discretion. 

101. —  (1)  Subject  to  the  Eegulations  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
Public  School  Inspector 

(g)  To  withhold  his  order  for  the  amount  apportioned  from  the  legis- 
lative or  municipal  grant; 

(iv)  Where  the  teacher  uses  or  permits  to  be  used  as  a  text-book  any 
book  not  authorized  by  the  Eegulations ; 

and  in  every  case  to  report  to  the  Board  and  to  the  Minister  his  reasons 
for  so  doing. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  SEPARATE  SCHOOLS 

The  foregoing  Sections  in  regard  to  authorized  text-books  in  Public 
Schools  are  statutory.  The  same  provisions  are  hereby  prescribed  as 
Eegulations  for  the  Separate  Schools. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  OTHER  CLASSES  OF  SCHOOLS 

For  the  Eegulations  governing  the  use  of  books  in  Commercial  High 
Schools  and  Departments,  and  Agriculture  and  Household  Science  Depart- 
ments of  the  High  and  Continuation  Schools,  and  in  Industrial,  Technical, 
and  Art  Schools  and  Departments,  see  the  Syllabuses  of  these  Schools  and 
Departments,  which  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Deputy  Minister.
